Wisconsin is awaking to the im- 


portance of better protection for the 
health of the child. 


There is added to the statues a new 


section to read: 


"Tho 
board of supervisors of every 


county shall, within two years after 
July I, 1919, employ one or more pub- 
lic health registered nurses or public 
health instructors, whose duties shall 
be as follows: To act as health super- 
visor for all schools not already hav- 
ing school inspection either by a phy- 
sician or school nurse; to assist the 
superintendent of the poor; to in- 
struct tuberculosis patients and others 
in preventing the spread of tubercu- 
losis; to assist in reporting existing 
cases of tuberculosis and other com- 
municable diseases; to assist in In- 
vestigating cases of delinquency, neg- 
lect and dependency of juveniles, in- 
cluding state aid to dependent chil- 
dren, in counties not employing a pro- 
bation officer; to assist in investigat- 
ing cases of non-school attendance in 
districts where a school attendance of- 
ficer is not employed; to assist in in- 
vestigating cases of infringement on 
child labor laws; to investigate cases 
of crippled children due to infantile 
paralysis or other causes; to act as 
health instructor throughout the coun- 
ty and to perform such other duties 
as may be assigned to her. 


•'The work of tho public health 


registered nurse or health instructoi 
shall be directed fey a committee com- 
posed of the chairman of the county 
board, the county superintendent of 
schools, a woman appointed by the 
county board, tho judge of 
tho 


juvenile court and the deputy state 
health officer for that county to be 
known as the countv health commit- 
tee."

WETS WIN VICTORY 


IN FEDERAL COURT 


Judsje Sanborn. At Madison, Dismisses 


Case A^ain&t Glidden Men 


Charged With Selling 


2.75 
Beer 


(By United Press) 


Madison, August 22—Judge A. L. 


Sanborn in federal court today dis- 
missed the case against five Glidden 
(Ashland 
county) 
saloon keepers, 


charged by Federal Attorney A. C. 
Wolfe with selling 2.75 beer. 


This is the first victory for the wets 


in this state since the legislature de- 
feated the prohibition enforcement 
bill and passed the Mulberger bill per- 
mitting the sale of 2.50 beer. 


Judgt upheld the defendants' motion 


to quash the information and ruled 
that it is up to the government to 
show that the beer sold was intoxicat- 
ing. 


Attorney Wolfe announced that no 


further arrests would be made on 
charges of selling 2.75 beer, but that 
an appeal would be taken to higher 
court. 


Early Returns from Ballot Show Men 


Almost Solid in Favor 


of Demands

Washington, August 23—Leaders of 


500,000 organized railway shopmen ex- 
pected an answer today from Railroad 
Director Hines on their demands for 
wage increases, according to Secretary 
;onlon of the railway department of 
the American Federation of Labor. 


Indications that Hines may already 


have his answer ready were seen in 
he fact that Hines yesterday con- 
ferred with President Wilson for the 
second time this week. 
Hines has 


refused to say what his answer will be. 


Should Hines grant the wage in- 


creases asked by the shopmen, freight 
rate increases may follow, officials of 
the railway administration tfelieve. 


The shopmen are determined to force 


the granting of their demands, accord- 
ing to early returns received in the 
strike vote now being taken. 


"About OS per cent of the votes al- 


ready counted are for standing pat 
on the original demands presented Jan- 
uary 1 for increases from 68 to So 
cents an hour." said Conlon 
today. 


The demands also include a provision 
that the increase be made letroactive 
from January 1.

Portage County and the Road Hearing 


Unless the people of Portage county 


arouse themselves at once, lay out a 
plan of campaign and attend the trunk 
line highway hearing at Stevens.Point 
on Tuesday, August 26, iu large num- 
bers, there is danger of their interests 
in the new allotment of roads being 
sacrificed. 


Two years ago the tentative routes 


in Portage and Wood counties were 
laid out by the highway commission 
primarily to benefit Grand Rapids. An 
attempt was made to sidetrack the city 
of Stevens Point, with 50 per 
cent 


more population than Grand Rapids, 
and the good city of Marshfleld, fully 
as large and important as Grand Rap« 
ids. 
It took a hard fight to prevent 


the principal east and west highway 
through Portage county being laid out 
011 a route by which it would not pass 
through any city or incorporated vil- 
lage in this county, except that it was 
to touch the edge of the village of 
Plover. 
Because the people of Por- 


tage county made it clear that they 
regarded the tentative program as out- 
rageous, and that they would fight it 
to tbe limit, and because the justice of 
the city's and the county's demands 
was made clear to the special legisla- 
tive committee, Road IS was 
run 


ciirough Stevens Point to Marshfield. 


This year tentative maps of the state 


commission show a road from Grand 
Sapids to PlaiuQeld 
to Wautonia 


a'"ross Portage county. 
It does not 


touch an incorporated village, or even 
a fair-sized settlement 
in 
Portage 


county, yet Portage county is to be 
called on to assist iu the building and 
up keep of 10 miles of highway laid 
our primarily to serve another com- 
munity. The road is set down as a 
connection between the county seats 
of Wautonia and Grand Rapids. They 
are not in adjoining counties. 
The 


commission is not laying out a tenta- 
tive route to connect the county seats 
in the adjoining counties of Waushara 
and Portage.

Wautoma-Grand Rapids road ought

'• 'This soldier of the Republic is Hen- 


ry A. Bitter. 
He is a resident of Du- 


buque, Iowa, and on May 27, 1918, he 
enlisted iu Company C, Three • Hun- 
dred and Fifty-second United States 
Infantry. 
When the armistice was 


signed, he was back of the Alsace front. 
Just after the armistice was signed 
he was ordered to the Toul sector and 
was billeted at Lucey. 
He was then 


detailed to go to LvuievJlle to a divi- 
sional ras school. 
On the 16th day 


of November, 191S, five days after the 
armistice was signed, the captain iu 
command ordered a maneuver in honor 
of an American brigadier general and 
some French officers. 
The partici- 


pants were to simulate an advance 
through a smoke screen aud carried 
their rifles in one hand and an offense 
hand grenade in the other. 
The pin 


or key in the hand greuade which he 
carried worked its way out, and the 
irrenade prematurely exploded, blow- 
ing off both his hands and utterly de- 
stroying the sight of both his eyes. 


Hands Amputated 


•• 'He was gent to a base hospital near 


Toul and both hands were immediate- 
ly amputated just above the wrist 
joints.

that he would always be totally blind. 
Since returning to the United" States

recovering his eyesight.

tering the army he was a pharmacist 
in the employ of the Torbet Drug Co.
